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BURIAL OF A MARTYR. 

A Painting, (7Jxll feet,) by EDWARD VAN REUTH, of Baltimore, Maryland. 

The scene is in the Catacombs of Rome, those mysterious winding galleries beneatli the “Eternal 
City,” at once the sepulchre and abode of the early Christians in times of persecution. 

The Martyr, wrapped in linen, according to oriental custom, is laid out on the floor of a partially 
excavated mortuary chapel or crypt, surrounded by his sorrowing relations and friends. 

The corpse, previously to being deposited in the vault or arcosolium , has been washed and em¬ 
balmed. A column of light from the world above falls directly upon him through the shaft or lumincire. 
At the foot of the corpse, the priest, robed in alb aWchasuble, offers with uplifted hands a prayer, not for 
the departed, but for the living, these stricken ones who have lost their earthly comforter. 

A patrician, draped with the toga, and a slave stripped to the waist,—figures, typical of the extremes 
of social life—hold the ends of the shroud, and contrast by their expression of subdued sorrow, with the 
personages of the drama. 

Two women, the betrothed of the departed and a pious friend, express by their actions, features, 
colors and dress — one a passionate grief and despair, and the other a sister-like affection tempered by 
religious austerity. Ihe former remembers only the past; its recollections of love and tenderness: her 
tear-dimmed eyes see only the rack, the sword, or the arena, blood-stained and strewn with wrecks of 
human forms; or the crowded tiers of the Coliseum, where the Plebs of Pagan Rome waited “drunk 
with the blood of the saints,” eager for the lion’s roar and the echo of dying groans. 

The mother, whose affliction is naturally beyond expression, is seen to swoon and fall into the arms 
of a younger son, wh/7se sorrow is diverted by the physical effort necessary to sustain the sinking form of 
his parent. Both are clad in mourning. The youth wears the robe prsetexta and the golden bulla to sho.v 
that he is still a minor. The matron a is dressed in the costume of her age, that is: the stola or gown, 
the vittcie or head-bandage, and the palla or cloak, the colors of which, grey, white and indigo-black, are 
emblematical of the Mother of Sorrows — Mater Dolorosa.
